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MARINES WIN NATIONAL TEAM MATCH 


Winning the National Team Match, the most im- 
portant match of the shooting year, the Marine Rifle 
and Pistol team wound up the National Matches in a 
blaze of glory. The National Team Match was a thril- 
ler, though not so much so as last year when the Ma- 
rines came from behind at the last stage. This year 
the Marines took the lead almost from the start and 
were never headed. At the 200-yard slow fire stage 
the Marines and the Infantry were tied with 252. At 
200-yard rapid fire the first two pairs held even. Then 
the Marines picked up two points when the third Ma- 
rine pair averaged 48 to the Infantry 46. The third 
pair added some more and Gy. Sergt. Clary and Capt. 
Joe Jackson, the Marines last pair, tacked on some 
more and the Marines left the 200-yard line 11 points 
to the good. At the 300-yard rapid fire stage the Ma- 
rines increased their lead. The most striking feat at 
this stage was a possible by Captain Jackson. His 
shooting partner who was on the telescope spoke just 
four times. After the first shot he said “dead center,” 
after the fifth, “all in,” after the sixth, “dead center,” 
after the tenth, “all in.” The score marked up a pos- 
sible and the crowd let loose a rousing cheer. 

At the 600-yard stage the Marines gained again 
when Clary, Alexander and Presnell, turned in possible 
scores and Jackson, Cartier, Tillman and White made 
49’s. The Marines went to 1,000 yards with 43 points 
lead and no chance to be headed. Here the team cap- 
tain played inside dope and switched Clary and Jack- 
son who had been shooting in great form, from last 
pair to first pair. They crashed through with a de- 
cided gain over the first Army pair and the competition 
was really over. In fact, so thoroughly were the In- 
fantry riflemen down that the Cavalry pushed by the 
second place. The Marines picked up an additional 
20 points lead at this range finishing up with a final 
lead of 63 points. The Marine team was composed of 
Gy.

Early in 
the afternoon fast flying fighting planes scouted the 
vicinity of Stauton driving off “enemy” aviation forces 
and clearing the way for the bombers.

The de Haviland car- 
ried machine guns also and demolition bombs of mod- 
erate weight. The de Haviland plane also laid down a 
dense smoke screen for the heavier planes. The Ma- 
rines had a hard time on their hike owing to the muddy 
conditions they encountered.

A year ago it was a camp in name only, 
but since the withdrawal from other posts and the re- 
sultant concentration here, it has been made a home. 
All companies have uniformally laid out streets, flower- 
beds adorning their centers with tropical verdure and 
blossoming vegetation. A recreation hall is outfitted 
with billiard tables, a most complete library, piano, 
and a victrola. Movies are held nightly; and some- 
times the pictures are so old, they’re actually new. In 
one instance recently, some woman’s auxiliary in New 
York was knitting socks for the boys “over there.” 

And hark you to this, when you are cutting wood 
this winter to feed the fires, just think of the boys 
here ashore in khaki, dispensing with chilly bottles of 
“Pilsners” and many other brands. There is no one 
coming home either. About the whole camp to date 
has extended.
